INDIANS AT WASHINGTON. 

From the National Intellingencer. 
Gentlemen : Several persons having expressed an 
earnest wish to see som account of the late conier- 
ence of the Indians with the President, the enclosed 
letter, intended for a distant friend, is at your service. 
I regret that | have not !eisure to make it more wer- 

thy of the public eye. 

A SUBSCRIBER, 

Wasnineton, Feb. 6, 1822. 
morning visit to the President two or three 
days ago, [had learnt that the Indians, now in 
Washington, would be there ina few minates, 
for the purpose of having a talk with their 
Great Father, and [ was tempted to wait and 
witness a spectacle to me so novel and iaterest- 
ing.-—They accordingly soon arrived, and were 
shewn into the anti-chamber to the right of the 
drawing room. When I entered, | iound the 
whole thirteen, that is twelve men and one 
woman, seated round the room, and Major O’ 
Fallan, the ofhcer who has charge of them, 
with four or five other gentleman, standing at 
the fire place. They were all dressed in blue

cloth surtouts, with red cufis and capes, biue | 


pantaloons and boots—in shert, in complete 
American costume, except that they wore on 
their heads a sert of cevonet bedizened with 
red and blue foil and stuck ali roand with 
feathers of the gayest colours. 
tuo, were painted, though in a iess fantastic 
stvle than usual. The squaw sat ona sofa 
pear her husband, dressed in scarlet pantaloous, 
and wrapped in a green camlet cloak, without 
any ernument on her black hair. "They con- 
sisted, as | was told, of the Pawnees, Kansas, 


Ottoes, Mahes. and Missouries. "The five 
chiefs wore distinguished by twe silver epau- 


lettes, and the two half chiefs by one. They 
were evidently not casy in their new habili- 
ments—their coats scemed to pinch them about 
the shoulders: now andthen they wonld take 
off their uneasy head dresses, and one sought 
a temporary relief by puliing of his boots. 
Upon Major O'Falian suggesting that they 
had left the presents they intended for the 
President, the young mea were immediately 
despatched by their chiets, and the squaw by 
her husband. for their intended tokens of friend- 
ship and good will. They returaed in afew 
minutes with Buftalo skins, pipes, mocasins, aud 
feather head dreeses. The President entered, 
with the Secretary of War, and taking his seat, 
delivered to them, through the interpreters,

principal Pawnee Chief then stept forward, 
and, having shaken hands with the President, 
Secretary of War, and Major O’Fallon, he de- 
livered his oration, pausing, however, after ev- 
ry two or three sentences, until the interpreter 
could do his office. He appeared to be about 
45 years of age, was 6 feet high ; had a fine 
face and person, a dignitied gravity, and ges- 
tures which, though violent and excessive, 
were never ungraceful, and always appropri- 
ate. He was followed by the four other chiefs, 
each of whom exhiLited a style of oratory of 
his own, though they all used the same vehe- 
ment and significant gesticulation. Short 
speeches were then made by their followers 
—ihey brought their presents, and, laying 
them at the feet of the President, made some 
pertinent remarks on each, explaining its his- 
tory or use. 

In these numerous speeches I regret that | 
had not thought of taking notes, or even of im- 
pressing on my mind what was said by each. 
As it is, [ can only recal some of their most 
striking remarks, without almost remembering 
by which speaker they were made. 

The first speaker said, that he had heard the 
words of his Great Father, and they had gone 
in at one ear, but would not go out of the oth- 
er, that they had seen our chieis, our towns, 
our buildings, and were much pleased with all 
they hadseen. ‘They found the United States 
populous, and powerful, while they were weak 
and few ; that the Great Spirit had made some 
men white and others red; the white men 
could make fine houses, an! clothing, and guns, 
and furniture, 
ing; the white man lived upon the animals he

On our first page is an extract frem Lord 
Byron’s Cain. It will no doubt be read with 
pleasure, for it is the fashion to be pleased with 
Byron as a poet, and equally fashionable to de- 
cry him as a man and a moralist. We shall not 
take upon ourselves the labour of justifying his 
lordship’s morals or philosophy; but we must 
confess that we have laboured considerably to 
discover the exquisite beauties which are said 
io be contained in his late dramatic poems, with- 
out success. It will not be denied that there 
are poetical thoughts and images scattered over 
his pages ; but the construction of his sentences, 
is in general, uncouth, unmusical and rough, 
and as unlike to the poetry of Shakspeare and 
Milton, or even Pope, whem his lordship pro- 
fesses to admire, as a draught of vinegar is to 
the sparkling champagne, or the smooth and 
mellow O. P. Madeira. Take for instance, 
the following passage from Sardunapalus, which 
the editor of the New York Statesman says, 
“ is truly Miltonian,” and see if, by any process 
of scanning, it can be reduced to any thing hke 
a numerical composition.

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REF. JAMES SABINE. 
A sort of Theological Court Martial, alias a Coun-

the charges. It had been said that he was not a po- 
pular_ preacher, What was popularity? It was the 
fleeting and transitory applause of the million. A good 
voice, extravagant gesture, and tinselled descriptions, 
now-adays constituted a popular preacher; and wit- 
nesses knew of instances vhere these things wete as- 
sociated with the grossest error-—with errors iti reli- 
gion which he believed not one in ten present would 
assent to. When their reverend pastor was first settled 
and down tothe period of these difficulties, all was 
love, tenderness, and affection. They gathered round 
him like leaves round a tree ia autumn—now, their at- 
tachment shrunk up like a gourd and was threatened 
to be blown away by the wind, What was the cause 
of this? For themselves, they were ulterly at a loss to 
determine. It had been urged that the preacher had 
net been successful in his ministry —that he had con- 
verted but a small number of souls. That was not his 
fault—he had preached good doctrine, and done all in 
his power to make converts by constant and devout 
exercises. The first symptom of dissatisfaction was 
manifested professedly on account of a sermon, from 
these words, ** No man can serve two masters, &c.” 
In consequence of that discourse which was generally 
approved, Mr. Bean, a distinguished member, had left 
the church, and had not since returned. Afterwards, 
a meeting was held at Deacon Parker's, to which the 
witnesses were invited, but without any intiniation of 
its purpose. Enquiry was made of the sexton, who 
answered he was not at liberty to explain; it was 
proposed however, at the Deacons, to discharge their 
reverend pastor. Complaints of unpopularity, of pun- 
gency, and pointedness in his preaching, were brought 
forward and urged with vehemence against-him. Dea. 
con Parker bad ssid to one of the witnesses, that he 
should not have noticed that the minister was pointed, 
had not Mr. Bean told him so. (tere chiei justice 
Wood and judge Codman smiled wth considerable ef- 
fect.) It was helieved by witness tuat the whole af- 
fair had grown out of money matters. Witness did 
not pretend to know any thinz concerning these. It 
was the spiritual wealth of the church he alone re- 
garded, and the church was in a flourishing condition. 
He himself, had experienced the benefits of the preach- 
ers ministrations after having been disturbed by doubts, 
and doctrines, and the consciousness of sin. He 
thonght one reason of opposition on the part of the 
Deacons was, that they did not believe in the doctrine 
preached, (At this point, witness was interrupted by 
Judge Wood, who objected to testimony that involy- 
ed a very serious accusation against the Deacon.) 
Respecting the money matters to which he had refer- 
ence, he would barely say that he had assisted in the 
collection of the pew rents, and taxes, and that he had 
heard cowplaints of mistakes. He believed the pres 
sent difficulty began in a mistake, was continued in a 
mistake, and was likely to end in a mistake. (Witness 
was here called upon by the court to state the nature 
of the mstake to which he alluded.) Witness replied, 
that he had no inteut of pas-ing any reflections on the 
gentlemen Deacons; he knew on the contrary, that 
many of the mistakes were inadvertent, but he theucht 
that if several had already occurred, there might be 
several more, and it would be difficult to predict their 
duration. 

** We give but a meagre sketch of this person's ar- 
gument, who was trnly an able defender of the rere- 
rend pastor. He spoke upwards of an hour—and un- 
til it was mtimat — by the chief justice that he had 
gone over the whole ground, and that the court was 
‘Suneasy.” After he had closed, the defendant rose 
and observed, that ere he commenced, it would be pro- 
per to have a recess of fifteen minut:s for fea; us he 
should probably occupy two hours in his defence. 
One of the court opposed it, and expressed a wish that 
defendant would proceed, (Gn ths, Judge Codman rose 
and moved a recess of five minutes for refreshment, 
which wes akreed to, and the court adjourned, Be- 
fore adjournment, defendant expressed a wish that as 
the number of spectators bad very much increased, 
and there would probably be many more in the even- 
ing, they would meet in the “large part of the house;” 
to which the court answered, * you know onr deci- 
sion sic, when we commenced, and it cannot be done.” 
The defendant also observec, that while he was per- 
leetly willing that the plaintils should personaily and 
micividuaily contend against bim, he did not wish in 
addition to combat the elequence of a reverend bro- 
ther (son of Deacon P.) who was engaged in their bee 
half.

CITEROKEES AND OSAGES. 

In addition to what we have already published, 
respecting the late battle between these two nations 
of Indians, we are enabled, hy some particulars re- 
ceived from Major Gralam, the agent for the Osages, 
to present a more succinet account of that transaction. 
It appears U.at the Osages had Jeft their villages, (on 
the watere of (he Verdigrise) for their hunting grounds 
entheupper branches of the Arkansas, a migration 
which they cenerally make in the fall, as the season 
most propitions for game. The Cherckees, aware of 
this intention, and of the indycements which offered 





to plunder the camps and steal the horses of the Osa- 
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ges, in consequence of their being detached in hun- 
ting parties, immediately followed in pursvit. Efforts 
were made to arrest their progress at Fort Smith, but 
without ¢ff-ct—it was.a good opportunity to gratily 
their long cherished animosity, and they were resolv- 
ed to proceed. Having fallen upon the trail of the 
| Osages, who by this time had arrived at the first Red 
Fort of the Arkansas, they despatched parties in va- 
rious lines, and fell upon their hunting camps, in the 
absence of the warriors, killed fwenty-niie women 
and children, and took ninety odd prisoners, chiefly 
eld men, women and children, three of whom (a woe 
man and her child, and a young girl) they subsequent- 
ly murdered.. Aller committing these depredaiions, 
the main body ofthe Cherokees was discovered by a 
party of the Osage Warriors, who immediately made 
a vigorous attack upon thew, which, Maj. Bradford 
states, checked the further progress of the inva- 
ders. 

A remarkable instance of Indian courage was ex- 
hibited on this occasion, which should justly rank the 
hero with the Horatii of antiquity. A galiant young 
warrior of the Osage nation, feeling indignant at the 
outrages committed on bis aged parents, weut bold'y 
before the Cherokees, and challengad the party, one 
of whom advanced to give him battle. At the same 
instant two other Indians (a Cheroket and Delaware) 
started off in different directions for the purpose of 
flanking him, or getting in his rear. My an instinctive 
kind of stratagem, peculiar to the Indians, he contriv- 
ed to draw them to the head of a swamp which sep- 
arated the main parties ; then suddenly wheeling up- 
on his foremost pursuer, (who from some .impulse or 
other, instuntly squatted Gown) he shot him dead 
upon the spot. The Osage then dismounted, and iu 
his turn gave chase to the other Indian, whom he was 
in the act of shooting, when he himself was killed by 
the Delaware, who lay during this time secreted in 
the bushes, 

We cannot but admire the virtue and heroism of 
this gallant warrior, and believe that those noble qual- 
ities are possessed by many of our aborigines, to a de- 
gree that would have added ijustre to the character ot 
the most renowned knight of the heroic age.
